The King of Pop will be buried on what would 
have been his 51st birthday, a spokesman for 
Michael Jackson’s family said Tuesday 
Jackson will be buried at a private cer- 
emony at Forest Lawn-Glendale on Aug. 29, 
spokesman Ken Sunshine said in a statement. 
Guests will be limited to family and close 
friends, Sunshine said. 

“The Jackson family once again wishes to 
express its gratitude to Michael’s fans around 
the world for their support during these dif- 
ficult times,” the statement said. 

Details about the ceremony and the 
whereabouts of Jackson’s body have been 


DOCTOR SPEAKS 

The doctor who was with Michael Jackson 
when he died and is now the center of a 
manslaughter probe posted a short video 
Tuesday thanking his supporters. In the one- 
minute video, a weary-looking Dr. Conrad 
Murray says, “I have done all I could do. I 
told the truth and I have faith the truth will 
prevail.” The video was recorded last week at 
a residence in Houston, said Miranda Sevcik, 
the spokeswoman for Murray’s lawyer. 

The announcement came a 
day after the NewTbrk Daily News reported 
comments by Jackson’s father, Joe Jackson, 


that his son would be buried on what would 
have been his birthday 

Sunshine said Jackson will be buried on 
the Holly Terrace at the cemetery’s Great 
Mausoleum. 

The cemetery’s Web site describes the 
mausoleum as featuring replicas of works by 
Michelangelo. It also features a stained glass 
recreation of Leonardo da Vinci’s “The Last 
Supper.” 

The cemetery is in Glendale, which is 
about 8 miles north of downtown L. A. It is a 
different location from the Hollywood Hills 
cemetery where Jackson’s family was seen 
gathering days after his death on June 25.

NEW YORK Tourists coming to Ground Zero to 
see the Sept, ii memorial often peer through a 
fenced-off construction site for a glimpse and 
ask street vendors when it will be built. 

It will be at least two years until the memorial 
to the 2001 terrorist attacks opens to the public. 
But in an old camera shop north of the World 
Trade Center site, visitors will be able to watch 
live video of the construction, record their 9/11 
memories and even leave with a souvenir. 

The foundation that will run the finished 
memorial and museum built the 9/11 Memorial 
Preview Site, hoping to attract the hundreds 
of thousands of tourists a year who come to 
Ground Zero looking for a 9/11 story and find- 
ing a giant construction site. The Tribute WTC 
Visitor Center, a small gallery on the south side 
of the site, charges $10 admission and says it 
brings in 300,000 tourists a year. 

It won’t cost anything to get into the preview 
site, although the foundation will sell memora- 
bilia, including 9/11 memorial pins, books and 
DVDs. 

Joe Daniels, president of the National 9/11 
Memorial & Museum, said the foundation also 
wants to present an alternative to stories tour- 
ists hear on the street about the plans for the 
site. The 3,000 -square-foot space will feature 
models and renderings of “Reflecting Absence,” 
the design for twin reflecting pools with cas- 
cading waterfalls where the trade center towers 
had stood, surrounded by nearly 3,000 victims’ 
names. 

Live Webcam video of the construction will 
be displayed on a giant screen. In a recording 
booth, visitors will be able to speak for 3 min- 
utes about where they were, and what they 
remember of Sept, ii, 2001. The recordings— 
visitors can share their stories in any language — 
will enter the permanent collection of the 9/11 
museum and become part of an introductory 
exhibit.

For Kelly Bohnet, recycling hasn’t been easy 

First, she didn’t trust the city’s blue bag 
system enough to use it. (Were the blue bags 
getting dumped with the rest of the garbage?) 
Now, she’s excluded from the city’s blue cart 
service. And her Lincoln Park apartment build- 
ing doesn’t have a recycling receptacle, only gar- 
bage dumpsters. 

But not recycling isn’t an option for eco- 
friendly Bohnet, 24. 

She stores her used shampoo bottles, plastic 
wrappers and paper in a bin inside her apart- 
ment. She doesn’t own a car, so she reserves a 
Zipcar every other week to haul her recyclables 
to a drop-off center at Sheffield Avenue and 
Diversey Parkway in Lakeview. If the contain- 
ers at that drop-off center are overflowing, she 
travels to the Peggy No tebaert Nature Museum 
in Lincoln Park. 

“To me, it’s surprising that Chicago claims to 
be so green yet recycling is so difficult,” Bohnet 
said. 

The city begs to differ on the state of recy- 
cling. Matt Smith, spokesman for the city’s 
Streets and Sanitation Department, called recy- 
cling a priority for city government and noted 
the strides Chicago has made recently: trading 
blue bags for blue carts and doubling the num- 
ber of recycling drop-off locations to 30. 

‘At a time when government has been cut- 
ting back on everything, and that’s been for the 
past couple years, we continue to move this for- 
ward,” Smith said. 

Since it was introduced in 2005, blue cart ser- 
vice is available in parts or all of 29 of the city’s 
50 wards at a total of 241,000 households so far. 
Between January and June this year, 22,752 tons 
of recycled materials have been collected in 
blue bins— plus 1,547 tons of yard waste, which 
the city counts as recyclables— for a combined

Want to know what to do if your building 
doesn’t offer recycling? Information on how 
to start recycling programs can be found on 
the city Web site chicagorecycles.org. Click 
on “residential recycling’’ in the left rail. Then, 
click on “multi-unit buildings.’’ Included is a 
five-step process for buildings “to implement 
an effective recycling plan.’’ 

recycling rate of 14.72 percent, according to city 
data. The 2009 figure for half the year already 
is approaching the 28,698 tons of blue bin recy- 
clables collected in all of 2008. 

Parts of Lincoln Park, Wicker Park, 
Bucktown and Logan Square received blue carts 
in the city’s latest rollout in June. But there’s no 
word on when or where the next expansion of 
service will occur. The city plans to deliver blue 
carts to 600,000 homes by 2011. 

Still, there are limitations to the program. 
Only single-family homes and buildings of four 
dwelling units or less are eligible for city ser- 
vice, leaving high-rises to make recycling avail- 
able themselves, which the city has mandated 
since 1995. The frustration for residents kicks 
in when buildings skirt the law. 

Laura Seul lives in a Bowmanville apartment 
building that doesn’t have recycling. For a time 
she threw away her recyclables, but later guilt- 
tripped herself into being green. Now, not only 
does she recycle, she also picks up materials 
her neighbors leave by the Dumpster and takes 
them to the drop-off center in Rogers Park. 

“I just try to take care of myself and do what 
I can,” Seul, 33, said. 

She’s not alone in keeping the drop-off sites 
busy For the first six months of 2009, there 
were 2,024 tons of recyclables deposited, com- 
pared to 3,019 tons in all of 2008 and 1,455 tons 
in 2007, Smith said. 

Melissa Kalensky 27, of the West Loop drives 
her recyclables to the South Loop drop-off

center on Clark Street near 17th Street. To her, 
there is no alternative. 

“I can’t just not {recycle],” she said. “I would 
love it if {my building] would do recycling ... I’d 
be willing to pay a fee because it is a hassle” to 
schlep her bottles and cans. 

She said she was told her building doesn’t 
offer recycling because it’s too costly 
The problem, said Mike Nowak, president of 
the Chicago Recycling Coalition, is that residen- 
tial buildings too often get away with ignoring 


the city’s law to provide residents with a recy- 
cling plan, taking advantage of lax enforcement. 
(So far this year, 57 tickets have been issued for 
violating the ordinance, compared to 46 in 2008 
and 85 in 2007, Smith said. The fine is $25 to 
$100 each day the ordinance is violated.) 

A task force of city officials, haulers and 
environmental groups met this spring to pro- 
pose ways to strengthen the law, Nowak said. 
Separately, a city study of recycling at 20 multi- 
unit buildings in the 46th Ward last year called

for more aggressive enforcement among its sug- 
gestions to improve the local recycling rate. 

Nowak said he is waiting to see if the task 
force recommendations are used. No timetable 
has been set on how soon changes to the cur- 
rent ordinance could be proposed, Smith said. 

The important thing is to make recycling 
convenient, said Ken Dunn, founder and pres- 
ident of the Resource Center, a nonprofit envi- 
ronmental education organization in Chicago. 
The Resource Center picks up recyclables for 
a fee at more than loo apartment and condo 
buildings and operates drop-off locations sep- 
arate from the city’s. 

“I’ve always felt we can only get widespread 


cooperation in recycling if recycling is as con- 
venient as throwing it in the garbage,” Dunn 
said. 

It’s not too convenient for Bohnet, the 
Lincoln Park recycler, or for her neighbors, 
she said. “I have two friends who live in my 
building and they don’t recycle. They’re not 
as green as I am and it’s not convenient for 
them,” Bohnet said. 

For now, Bohnet keeps making her drop-off 
runs. 

“It’s not beneficial to throw stuff away, 
especially if it can be reused,” she said. “It’s 
just keeping your planet green. I have to live 
here.” lvivanco@tribune.coivi 


ANewTbrk-based company wants to reward 
Chicagoans for helping save the environ- 
ment. 

Starting this month, RecycleBank is offer- 
ing a reward points program to about io,ooo 
households with blue carts in the 5th, 8th and 
19th Wards with the goal of increasing recy- 
cling rates. 

Participants will have their recyclables 
weighed at pickup. RecycleBank’s reward sys- 
tem converts the pounds into points, which 
can then be redeemed online for rewards and 
gift cards. One pound equals 2.5 points, so, 
for example, 16 pounds of recyclables would 
net 40 points, which can be redeemed for a 


$4 discount off a $20 purchase at CVS. 

How does RecycleBank know how to dis- 
tribute the points? The blue carts involved 
in the rewards program have been retrofit- 
ted with ID tags to track individual recycling 
activity 

RecycleBank’s goal is to divert 600 tons 
of waste in six months from the 10,000 
participating homes, said Atul Nanda, 
RecycleBank’s vice president in the Midwest 
region. 

If the program proves successful, the com- 
pany plans to roll out the program to 38,000 
households in the three wards, he said.

Chicago Park District leaders said Tuesday that 
free parking along the lakefront will disappear in 
about four to six weeks. 

The free spots will cost $i an hour after the Park 
District finalizes details of a deal it approved in 
May with Standard Parking to take over manage- 
ment of more than 4,400 spaces. 

Park District Supt. Tim Mitchell’s comments 
came at a City Council hearing where aldermen— 
who last December approved Mayor Daley’s 
parking meter deal with little scrutiny — sought 
to question the Park District’s privatization plan. 
Aldermen have taken political heat from an upset 
public over the higher city meter rates and a 
botched transition to the private operator. 

“This was a done deal back in November,” 
Mitchell said.

Leslie Brown Simmons had been a victim of domestic violence, 
even going to prison after being convicted of arranging the mur- 
der of her husband who had allegedly beaten her with a pipe and 
threatened to kill her. 

Now, she leads workshops on how to escape abusive relationships 
and had even recently counseled her sister, Christine Johnson Tyler, 
like she would any other victim: Change the locks. Don’t be sur- 
prised if your husband beats you one day and buys you jewelry the 
next. If you want to be separated, don’t let him back in the house. 

“She listened but she didn’t take my advice,” said Brown 
Simmons, 55, of Maywood. 

Johnson Tyler, 52, was pronounced dead at 4 a.m. Tuesday in her 
home in Austin. Her estranged husband, Gardell Tyler, 57, shot her 
multiple times, then shot and killed himself a few hours later at his 
workplace, police said. 

The couple had been together for more than 30 years but were 
married for just about a decade, family members said. 

For the past week Tyler told those close to him he was angry and 
wanted to kill his estranged wife and himself, a police source said. 

Family members said Johnson Tyler had just finished cooking 
when Tyler stopped by 

Johnson Tyler usually worked until 10:30 p.m. for Securitas, a 
company that provides security for the CTA, among others. She

cooked when she got home for her three children and two grand- 
children who lived with her, so they had something to eat the next 
evening, said her brother, Larry Sistrunk. She had two other chil- 
dren and six additional grandchildren who lived elsewhere. 

Though she and Tyler separated at the beginning of the year, she let 
him stop by to see the children and grandchildren, Sistrunk said. 

As Johnson Tyler and her estranged husband were talking in a 
bedroom at about i a.m. Tuesday, her adult children hanging out on 
the front porch heard them arguing, followed by gunshots. 

Their son, Isaiah, bolted into the house and kicked in the bed- 
room door, his uncle said. 

“That’s when he seen his mother on the ground and he was try- 
ing to stop {his father] from shooting again,” Sistrunk said. 

Tyler managed to escape, running out the back door and fleeing 
in his pickup truck. Police who responded at about i a.m. to a call 
of shots fired in the 5200 block of West Ferdinand Street found 
Johnson Tyler shot in the back. 

Just before 5 a.m., police went to an apartment building in the 
1800 block of South Pulaski Road to try to take Tyler into custody 
He had gone to hide out where he worked in maintenance. Family 
members showed up and tried to calm him down, but he appar- 
ently took his own life about two hours later. 

Tyler’s family members could not be reached for comment or 
declined comment.

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Convicted 
arsonist freed 
after 28 years 

A man serving four life sentences for a 1981 arson that killed 
four people on the South Side decided to forgo his efforts to 
get a new trial and accepted a plea deal for prosecutors that 
will allow him to leave prison. 

Mark Clements, 45, pleaded guilty to one count of mur- 
der in the death of Robert Watson, one of the four victims. 
In exchange, he was sentenced to time served, a little more 
than 28 years in prison. He was expected to be released 
Tuesday from Pontiac Correctional Facility 

Clements, who was 16 at the time of the murders, alleged 
his confession was coerced by Chicago police detectives 
after they beat him. In June, Circuit Judge Jorge Alonso 
granted his request to file a petition seeking a new trial. 

Clement’s defense team had argued that they had 
evidence that the murders were committed by members 
of a motorcycle gang. But the lengthy process of proving 
it and the chance that he might be convicted a second 
time led to the decision to plead guilty, said Christal Lint, 
one of Clements’ attorneys. 

“From a legal standpoint, the procedural hurdles to 
prove actual innocence, it wasn’t enough to show that 
the motorcycle gang was involved. The legal standard 
was to show that Mark had absolutely no involvement 
whatsoever,” Lint said. “It was a risk. You have a person 
that’s been in prison 28 years, and he was offered a deal 
to get out now.”

Mary Steele, of the 3800 block of 
South Calumet Ave., was charged with 
the misdemeanors and released from 
police custody early Tuesday afternoon, 
police said. She has an Oct. 2 court date, 
police said. 

The woman’s children, who range in 
age from 2 months to ii years, are in foster 
care after officials from the Department 
of Children and Family Services were 
notified, officials said. 

About I a.m., someone called police 
and asked them to check on a family liv- 
ing in the 3800 block of South Calumet 
Avenue, said Chicago Police News 
Affairs Officer Ron Gaines. A concerned 
neighbor called about the children being 
alone and living in squalid conditions, 
Wentworth District police said. 

When they arrived, police found the 
children left alone in an apartment with 
no working plumbing and minimal food, 
Gaines said. He also said the apartment 
was filthy 


Outside the home Tuesday, Steele 
said she left her children unattended for 
only about 15 minutes when she went to 
a nearby drugstore. When she returned 
she found that police had been called 
because of noise at the home. She said 


she left her children watching TV. 

“I’m {mad] at myself for leaving them,” 
she said. “I’m never leaving my kids alone 
in the house for a second again.” 

All the children appeared to be in good 
condition, Gaines said.

Pulling an about-face on his playing status 
for the second straight summer, the three-time 
MVP quarterback will suit up for his old rival 
Minnesota starting with Frida/s preseason game 
at the Metrodome, The goal: help the Vikings 
win that elusive first Super Bowl, 

“%u need to cross over that line. You need to 
take that chance,” Favre said at his introductory 
news conference Tuesday, recalling the advice 
Minnesota coach Brad Childress gave him, “At 39 
years old, your arm may not feel like it did at 21, 
but the pieces are in place here where you don’t 
have to do as much,” He added: “If they were 
willing to take that chance, I was too,” 

The Bears, who get their first shot at Favre on 
Nov, 29 in Minnesota, had fun with the quarter- 
back’s now-legendary lack of decisiveness, 

“I hope he’s going to change his mind when 
he’s going to throw the ball away {and] throws 
it into coverage,” Bears linebacker Lance Briggs 
said with a laugh, “The bottom line is, Brett 
Favre’s a great quarterback,” 

The Bears no doubt were sick of questions 
about the former Packers legend returning to 
the NFC North, this time in purple rather than 
green, Brian Urlacher wasn’t the least bit shocked 
by the news, 

“What will he bring to the division? The same 
thing he did last time,” Urlacher said, “It doesn’t 
matter {that he’s getting older]. He’s still Brett 
Favre, I don’t think it’s going to be that big of a 
change. Better running game, obviously, than he 
had in the past. Other than that, he’s the same 


Charles Tillman, “excited” about Favre’s 
return, was asked if the quarterback could dam- 
age the Vikings’ chemistry 
“No, I don’t think he can hurt them,” he said, 
“I think he can only help them,” 

The wait for Favre’s decision dragged through 
May, June and July— at which point he said he 
would stay retired. But that was three weeks 
ago. On Tuesday, it all was resolved in a matter 
of hours, 

“I think it’s great for football,” Favre said, “I 
can’t see how you think it wouldn’t be,” 

On July 28, the man who holds every major 
NFL career passing record told Childress he 
wasn’t ready to play, citing a lack of confidence in 
his beat-up body to hold up over an entire season, 
Favre revealed Tuesday that he was told by Dr, 
James Andrews, who performed the arthroscopic 
surgery on his throwing shoulder in May, that he’s 
been playing with a torn rotator cuff for a few 
years. 

Neither Favre nor the Vikings expressed any 
concern about his health, though, on this whirl- 
wind day Favre was defiant, actually, when asked 
about widespread criticism of his flip-flopping, 
“Don’t watch, you know?” he said, adding: “My 
legacy, it’s mine. It’s what I think of it,” 

Favre brushed off suggestions he’s driven by 
revenge on the Packers, who wouldn’t let him 
have his old job back last summer when he recon- 
sidered, 

“The bottom line is it’s football,” Favre said, 
“Once you step into the huddle, I don’t look at 
the helmets, I look at the faces,” 

The Vikings did not release the deal’s terms, 
ESPN, citing anonymous sources, said Favre 
would receive $12 million this season and $13 mil-

But back to Gregg, whose meltdown was so spectacular it may have sealed his fate 
in a Cubs history filled with questionable closers. Who are the worst in Cub annals?

LaTroy Hawkins 2004 05 

Epic moment: On Sept. 24, 2004, he served up a game-tying, three-run homer to Mets 
outfielder Victor Diaz with two outs in the ninth of an 11-inning loss at Shea Stadium. The 
Cubs never recovered, blowing a wild-card playoff lead and playoff bid. 

Bottom line: Forced into the closer’s role by Joe Borowski’s injury, Hawkins immediateiy 
had a news conference to announce he wasn’t talking to the media. Bad move. It was all 
downhill from there. 

Goose Gossage was 

Epic moment: On Aug. 22 at Wrigley, he blew a 6-4 lead over Houston in the ninth for his 
ninth blown save, then served up game-winning homer to Craig Biggio ieading off 10th. 
Bottom line: Already despised by Cubs fans for his roie with the ’84 Padres, Gossage was 
brought in at 36 to repiace deposed closer Lee Smith. As predicted by most, this Goose 
was cooked. 

Mel Rojas m? 

Epic moment: After getting off to an 0-14 start, the Cubs were playing better in June 
before Rojas served up a game-tying, three-run homer to Mike Lieberthai in a 10-inning 
ioss in Philadeiphia. 

Bottom line: Rojas performed well in Montreal’s dome before signing a three-year deai 
with the Cubs. Rojas quickiy conceded he didn’t iike pitching in cold weather. Too bad no 
one told GM Ed Lynch. 

Kevin Gregg 2009 

Epic moment: On Monday night in San Diego, he gave up a game-tying double with two 
outs to biow 1-0 lead, then served up a three-run bomb to Kyle Blanks to lose the game 
and end a 4 V 2 -month stint as closer. 

Bottom line: Three blown saves in August, inciuding Monday night’s killer, may have 
doomed the Cubs in the NL Centrai race.

Weeks-old Ukrainian Village brunch spot Jam 
has been busy since opening day, thanks 
in no small part to the restaurant’s sweet 
side: pastry chef Jessica Lane. Though her 
olive oil cakes made with fennel and fresh 
fruits threaten to steal the show, she’s also 
having fun with muffins both savory and 
sweet, offering combos such as blueberry 
with orange and almond. “I I ike to use a lot of 
farm-fresh ingredients and mix savory flavors 
with sweet ones in classic ways-but with little 
twists,” she says. 

Ingredients she can't live without: Butter, 
chocolate, sugar, thyme, other herbs 

What she'd cook for Tom: “I’ve been playing 
a lot with doughnuts. The other day I made 
a doughnut hole amuse with a lemon 
curd filling ... dusted with fennel seed and 
powdered sugar.” 

What she'd cook for Padma: “I really like milk 
tarts, very simple African cream tarts. That, 
or maybe a selection of different caramels. 
Something gooey, with a little chocolate.” 

Quickfireor elimination? Quickfire. “I tend to 
work fast and cleanly ... less methodical, more 
experimentation.” 


Born and raised in California by Mexican parents, the 
fiery chef -owner of soon-to-open Lakeview BYOB 
Chilam Balam has been working in restaurants since 
he was 16, starting as a dishwasher and working his 
way up. Though he’s young, he can hold his own 
in the kitchen. “When I was barely 21 and the chef 
de cuisine at Adobe Grill, I had to tell 40- and 50- 
year-olds what to do,” he says. “I’m only 23, but I can 
whoop some butt too.” Valencia’s no stranger to “Top 
Chef ”-he auditioned twice but pulled out because 
he wanted to open the restaurant. 

Secret weapon: “My subtle, almost hippie approach 
to cooking. I grew up with that ‘farm-to-table’ 
mentality [Valencia spent much of his childhood on 
his grandparents’ ranch and orchard in Mexico] ... but 
I have some liquid nitrogen tricks up my sleeve that 
I’m not afraid to bust out.” 

What he'd cook for Padma: Something exotic and 
spicy. Ceviche with halibut cheeks or aba/one (a 
mollusk), habaneros and an oven-baked tostada. 

What he'd cookforTom: Something hearty. Braised 
short ribs in a dark mole, baked in a clay oven. 

“Top Chef” crush: Elia Aboumrad from Season 2. 
“She’s Mexican and outgoing like me— I know we’d 
have some pretty wild arguments, and you know 
what that leads to.” 


This Austin, Texas, native first learned Mexican cuisine 
by the book. “I cooked out of Rick Bayless’ book and was 
following [author and Mexican cooking authority] Diana 
Kennedy as far back as 10 or 12 years ago,” she says. Fast 
forward a decade, and she’s laying much of the groundwork 
for XOCO, Bayless’ new casual concept aiming for a 
Sept. 1 opening. (Lash met Bayless at cooking demos near 
San Miguel in Mexico’s Guanajuato state. He invited her to 
stage at Frontera Grill, and she moved up quickly.) Lash 
doesn’t watch “Top Chef,” but she knows whom she’s 
rooting for to win Wednesday’s “Top Chef Masters” finale, on 
which Bayless is a contestant. “OK, maybe I’m a little 
biased,” she says. 

Five ingredients she cant live without: Habanero chilies, 
pork, fresh farmers market greens, cilantro, fresh lime 

How she deals with stress: Swimming, yoga, biking to and 
from work, training for the Chicago Triathlon. (“[XOCO] may 
be opening the night before though, so we ll seel”) 

Favorite indulgence: Chocolate. “It’s a good thing-or 
maybe bad— that I’ll soon be around it all day.” (XOCO is 
importing fresh cocoa beans from Mexico’s Tabasco state 
for its one-of-a-kind, in-house chocolate program.) 

How she'd spend $100,000, the “Top Chef grand prize: 

A big trip along the Pacific Ocean, from southern Chile up to 
Alaska, eating, drinking and speaking a lot of Spanish along 
the way.

Kicking off with “A Whole Lot Better,” a flawless 
summer track that at times recalls the anthemic 
purity of the Outfield, “My Old, Familiar Friend” 
is a terrific batch of nostalgic pop and great, 
simple songwriting. Benson, who’s earned more 
notoriety as the Raconteurs singer who isn’t 
Jack White, is an excellent artist in his own right. 
“Friend,” his fourth solo full-length, continues a 
streak of hopelessly catchy and finely crafted 
albums, this one born of heartbreak, indecision 
and admitting that in some ways being alone is, 
in fact, easier than dealing with another person. 
The disc isn’t without filler (“You Make a Fool 
Out of Me,” in particular). But if “Garbage Day” 
doesn’t melt your heart and “Don’t Want to Talk” 
doesn’t get you singing, you’re obviously made 
of stone, and clearly no fun at all.

With “Project Runway” leaving the Bravo net- 
work for Lifetime on Thursday, “Top Chef” is 
king of Bravo, 

The king returns Wednesday— even if it 
doesn’t feel like he ever left the, um, kitchen, 
“Top Chef: Las Vegas,” the show’s sixth season, 
opens at 8 p,m, Wednesday, followed by the 
season finale of the spin-off series “Top Chef 
Masters,” in which Chicago’s Rick Bayless is 
competing for the grand prize. 

The original “Top Chef’ show, which pre- 
miered on Bravo in 2006, is as dramatic as TV’s 
cooking bouts come, pitting working chefs 
against one another for a $100,000 cash prize 
and— even more important for a chef— brag- 
ging rights. 

The Emmy-nominated show in its fifth sea- 
son averaged almost 4 million viewers — a figure 
that exceeds anything on the Food Network— 
and is regarded as Bravo’s top franchise, 

“I think Bravo struck gold with their timing,” 
said last season’s “Top Chef” winner, Hosea 
Rosenberg, “Right now, people’s interest in 
food and chefs is at an all-time high. I’m still 
shocked at how many kids watch the show, I 
walk out in my restaurant and they’re freaking 
out. They’re hyperventilating,” 

Unlike other competitive food series in 
which amateur chefs are berated (Fox’s “Hell’s 
Kitchen”), handed a deliberately impossible mix 
of ingredients (Food Network’s “Chopped”) or 
asked to sell their personalities along with their 
recipes (“The Next Food Network Star”), the 
high-stakes drama of “Top Chef” is fired by 
the inherent stresses of being on the line when 
dinner service actually begins. Take lamb past 
medium rare? Can’t shuck an oyster? Make your 


guests wait? Judgment is harsh and swift, 

Eric Ripert, chef-owner of NewTbrk’s three- 
Michelin-s tarred Le Bernardin, said that after 
watching the first season he begged his publi- 
cist to book him a spot as a guest judge, 

“The last thing I want to do is let a bunch of 
TV lunatics use my brand to promote their crazi- 
ness, but this show has credibility,” Ripert said, 
Tom Colicchio, chef-owner of the Craft res- 
taurants and head judge of “Top Chef,” had to 
be persuaded that producers were committed 
to a fair test of skills before agreeing to partici- 
pate, He said he’s still surprised by some of the 
unusual challenges. 

Contestants, under considerable time pres- 
sure, have tackled exotic proteins such as snake 
and geoduck, enlivened airplane food, cooked 
an egg with just one hand and prepared holiday 
dishes inspired by lines from “The 12 Days of 
Christmas,” 

“I’ve rolled my eyes at some of the things 
we’ve asked them to do,” Colicchio said. 
Deciding whom to ax from the show can take 
hours as the worried contestants sweat their 
fate in a space known as the Stew Room, 
“There have been times when it’s 4 in the 
morning and we’re tired and we’U keep going 
until we have a decision,” Colicchio said, “I 
think that honesty comes through,” 

The new season of “Top Chef” is set in Las 
Vegas and boasts the show’s highest-caliber line- 
up yet. Among them: a Michelin star recipient, 
more than one James Beard Award nominee and 
several who have trained with world-class chefs, 
‘All I can tell you about Season 6 is that it’s by 
far the best food we’ve had,” Colicchio said, “I 
know you think I’m just saying that, but it was 
really, really good,” 






stakes are higher this season: For the first time 
ever, winning the Quickfires pays big money 
I’m guessing that the extremely com- 
petitive Jennifer Carroll and cocky Kevin 
Gillespie will come out near the top. But the 
only prediction I’m comfortable making is 


that several of these chefs are going to cook 
up some trouble before the season ends,

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How to eat healthfully ...

Changing your diet habits isn’t easy but here are 
some tips from Sharon Salsman, a dietitian with 
Bon Secours Hampton Roads Health 
System in Virginia, on taking the 
first steps: 

» Adopt an “80:20” eating 
plan. Try to eat healthy 
80 percent of the time. 

That means you can 
“blow” one meal a week 
and also indulge at par- 
ties and other special 
occasions. 

» Plan ahead. If you know 
you’ll be having a big meal 
one day, cut back on your food 
intake— particularly fats, sugar 
and sodium— before and after. 

» Divide your plate. Fill half with fruit and non- 
starchy vegetables such as broccoli, carrots or 
greens. Fill one quarter with lean proteins 


(mostly white meats, beans and nuts) and the 
remaining quarter with starchy vegetables such 
as potatoes, corn, peas and black beans. 

» Be colorful. Try to get as many colors 
of the rainbow as possible, plus 
brown and white, onto your 
plate each day 
» Include lean protein at 
every meal. Examples are 
fish, skinless poultry pork 
chops, unsalted nuts, eggs 
and low-fat or light chees- 
es. Limit your red meat 
intake to about 3 ounces a 
week— roughly the size of a 
deck of playing cards. 

» Add fiber. The body digests 
protein and fiber slowly, making 
you feel full longer. Try mixing high- 
fiber cereals such as All-Bran and Fiber One 
into other types of cereal, salads, stir-fry, muf- 
fins, pancakes and yogurt.
